plant this commercial recreation in pro- 
viding adventure, sport and thrilling ex- 
ploits to satisfy the craving of 'Hinquent 
adolescents for excitement.

JDC a mobilization of all civic agencies for 
",a concerted program of delinquency pre- 
vention. Schools, neighborhood houses/ 
philanthropic agencies, recreation agen- 
cies .and churches should pool their ex- 
perience and information in 
developing 


an adequate program for the supervision 
of children showing any signs of delin- 
quenc}', with a view to prevention. 


Prevention is the key to the situation. 


Once crime has put its brand "on the un- 
fortunate the battle iVa losing one, with 
scant hope of success. Every force should 
be mustered to protect youth and to pre- 
vent the tragedy of crime. 


TKAINING THE BABY 


Mother should begin tho Waning of tho baby to 


control the bladder as early as thc sixth or seventh 
month. A baby should no longer have accidents In 
the daytime after he Is 2 years of age. Many in- 
fanta do not acquire complete control of the blad- 
der, that is, cease wetting: thc bed, until they arc 
•i years of age. It Js therefore inadvlbable to under- 
take any medical or other xrcalmcnt than piopcr 
hygiene and training to overcome Jhc bed welting 
habit in a child under 3 years of age 


Tho way to begin the training IB simple. Mother 


must keep some kind of chart or record, from thc 
time the baby is perhaps 3 months old, which will 
show just when, in relation to naps, feeding" etc, 
thc baby naturally empties the bladder. When thc 
natural rythm has been thus learned, mother should 
undertake to forestall the emptying of the bladder 
by placing the baby on a chair about the time when 
urination Is due. 


While the baby is on thc chair he should have 


no distraction, no toys, nothing to divert his atten- 
tion. It may help if some hot water is placed in the 
vessel, thc &tcam arising will serve as an artificial 
stimulus to induce urination, so that this will be 
associated in the baby's mind with being placed in 
the chair. Five minutes is long enough to leave the 
baby on the chair. 


Tho average normal baby, thus trained, will learn 


to refrain from emptying thc bladder except when 
on the chair, by thc time he is 14 or 15 months old. 
that is. in the daytime. As already mentioned, a 
baby may continue wetting the bed at night until 
he is 3 years old^ 


To train the baby not to wet at night, do not at- 


tempt to restrict fluid or withhold water lato in the 
day. unless this is particularly advised by the phy- 
sician. Make sure tho baby urinates just before 
being put in bed for thc night. Awaken him regu- 
larly at 9 or 10 p. m., and keep him on the toilet 
until he urinates. Again early in the morning, as 
soon as he awakes, bo it 5 or C o'clock," take him 
up and put him on the toilet. Under this regimen 
most children join the drys and vote dry forever 
after, when they are from 2% to 3 years old. 


•In any.circumstances thc baby's request tor at- 


tention must never be neglected.or postponed. 


There is one suggestion which may seem trivial 


yet is really important. It is a mistake for mothers 
or others to speak in the baby's presence of "weak 
kidneys" or "weakness of the bladder." Nothing of 
the sort is involved, and in any case it is harmful 
to a child's morale or spirit or character develop- 
ment to hear such suggestions. This applies not only 
to the normal training of babies, but just as well 
to the correction of thc bed wetting habit in older 
children. Bed wetting is a habit, not a -weakness

The 
national committee on wood utilization, 
of the department" of commerce, pro- 
poses beginning with the young. It re- 
gards the teaching of young Americans 
to build minature houses, from sills, 
beams and joists to rafters and weather- 
boarding, as an effective blow to "jerry 
builders" and others who palm off cheap 
homes on _the inexperienced, and urges 
schoolroom classes in woodcraft on thc 
theory that young builders 
"will gain 


knowledge of 
construction 
to guard 


them against the cheap builder who 
would trade upon their ignorance and 
palm off on them homes "that arc poorly 
constructed, poor bargains and unsatis- 
factory altogether. 


Such unscrupulous builders are known 


by all. Where is that community that has 
no new development in which thc houses 
have sprung up over night on thc mcag- 
crcst of foundation with the flimsiest of 
construction, to be prctticd-up to attract 
thc eye and sold to thc unwary outsider? 
Thc practice has become so common that 
it is almost general, and it is quite time 
that an attempt was made to forestall it 
Any attempt is worth while. Of course, 
thc school instruction will do very little 
to correct thc present "situation, but it will 
protect thc future buyers of homes from 
thc same sort of deception and fraud.

Washington, D. C. —Between them, 


thc movies and musical comedies are 
creating in the public mind the idea 
that present day colleges are a blend 
of the Olympic Games, a style show, 
and amusements for young folks. Add 
to this the daily beratlngs of clothes', 
the manners — or the lack of both— 
the habits, and the morals of Ameri- 
can youth, and the glamorous picture 
is complete. 


However, college and university au- 


thorities are able to state facts and 
publish statistics^ that make appropri- 
ate the shooting'of a new reel or the 
staging of another cat on the theme 
that "there may be numerous -rvhuo 
caps on the ocean, but beneath is 
tho sea/^deep and powerful." 


This information shows that a ver- 


itable sea' of young people are not 
only equipping themselves with high-x 
er educations in order to render great-" 
er service both to potential employ- 
ers and thereby to themselves, but 
are also either partially or entirely 
supporting themselves while they are 
doing this. That Is, they are actually 
earning by one means or another 
some or all of the money that is pay- 
ing their way through school. There 
is no sex limitation in this, especially 
in the last ten years, and both young 
men and young women are working 
their way through college. 


In the old days, old grads remem- 


ber, 
tho boy who was working his 


way through- college was spoken of. 


—such as helping with physical ex 
aminations, acting as life guards, or 
assisting -with classes — taking care 
of children, and 
tutoring. Usually 


payment is by the hour and although 
the amount is small — from twenty- 
five to fifty cents an hour — it makes 
it possible for some students to re- 
main in college. The best paid of these 
jobs are not those paid in cash, but 
by room, board, or room and board.

Therefore it can 
be concluded that it is possible for a 
girl to earn more than half of her ex- 
penses. Miss Alvord says she does not 
advise students to enter a school of 
this typo without a small amount of 
money — from two hundred to two 
hundred and fifty dollars. Those who 
must bo entirely self-supporting had 
better go to the large city univer- 
sities. 


Sbo also says that there Is no dif- 


ference between the'success of these 
young women in school oraftcr gradu- 
ation, and those who do not contri- 
bute to their own support.

Her training was received at 
the Sorbonne in Paris, where she took 
a degree of doctor of laws after com- 
pleting a book on "Tho Constitutional 
Movement In China." She was an of- 
ficial delegate at the Washington dis- 
armament conference, was the first 
Chinese -woman to practice law and 
for a time was president of the Can- 
tonese tribunal of Shanghai 


She has taken an active part in the 


affairs of tho Chinese nationalist par- 
ty since 1910 although to do it she had 
to defy her family, members ot the 
imperial 
Peking government, and 


break with her fiance, a high-born, 
conservative Chinese. She is even 
supposed to have carried 
dynamite 


across China for the nationalists on 
occasion.

Tchcng would not talk, however. 


China, she says, is an agricultural

"Wisconsin were forced to close their 
doors during the period from 1920 to 
1927, G. F. Schwcnkcr, state commis- 
sioner of banking told a conference of 
business men from over the state 
hero today. 


During the same period approxi- 


mately 4,500 banks out of a total of 
nearly 30,000 In the United State suc- 
cumbed. 


It is apparent, Mr. Schwenker said, 


that Wisconsin has more banks than 
is economically necessary. 


"The law of supply and demand op- 


erates quite as effectively In the num- 
ber of banks as it does in commerce 
In. general, andjjne of the problems in 
Wisconsin is to keep down the num- 
ber of new banks chartered, and to 
reduce the number of consolidations 
and mergers where more banks ex- 
ist than are economically necessary to 
provide for the community." 


The banking 
commissioner 
said 


that in 1916 the aggregate deposits of 
state banking institutions was $250,- 
450,000. At the close of 1926 the de- 
posits were $520,200,000 an increase 
of 107 per cent, -while the net increase 
in. the number of banlis was but 11 
per cent. The 
number of building 


and loan associations in 1916 was 77, 
with total assets of $16,900,000. By 
1926 the number of associations had 
grown to 182, and the aggregate as- 
sets had increased to $182,400,000 an 
increase of 980 percent. In the year 
1927 the increase was $35,000,000. 


"Inasmuch as the larger portion of 


the tianks are in the smaller com- 
munities, and their business is very 
directly connected with lands, it is 
well to consider the real estate situa- 
tion , in the state," Mr. Schwenker 
said.

the rate of $2,000,000,000 a year; and 
the sad thing about it all is that most 
farmers do not even 
know erosion 


when they see it. 


Many farmers think their soil is 


merely wearing out, said H. H. Ben- 
nett, a Department of Agriculture soil 
specialist, when in reality it is wear- 
ing off. This becomes evident, he de- 
clared, when patches of light clay sub- 
soil appear through the dark surface. 


"After 24 years of studying 
the 


soils-of the United States," he de- 
clared. "I am of the opinion that ero- 
sion is the biggest problem confront 
ing the farmers. A large j>art of this 
impoverishment has taken^place since 
the- clearing of the forests, the break- 
ing of the prairie sod, and the over- 
grazing of pasture lands.

It was suggested 
that the "illegal" cheese might be
